STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I did. 

JOHN COX: Tell him I think it would be a good 

idea to -- if he could move it -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: He said he wanted to relook at 

it, he says, but he's already -- it's come to mind what 
he needs -- you know, what, what's in the second. It's 
already 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: So, he wanted to get that down. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: He says let me get back and re- 

do. There's a couple things I want to do on the first. 
He says I don't think you can read my writing. And 
that's -- and I told him, well, let me see it anyway, 
and he said not yet. So, I'm sitting here waiting yet. 

'.JOHN COX: Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: But I, I think they said in the 

press conference today that I had already started 
editing the first, which is not true.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: The Bradleys are taking 

pictures. I think they took a -- quite a number today 
even.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, not with the, the lights 

they have on the building. I've been a little 
disappointed because I think there's one or two lights 
they used to have on that aren't on any longer, so it's 
hard - - I used to have a certain spot or two I ' d go 
read at . 

(Laughter. ) 

JOHN COX: Do we get them turned back on? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: You know, I, I really thank you 
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for that . 

JOHN COX; Aw. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Hey, I want to tell you, these 

people are actually humored and they appreciate -- I 
don't know 

JOHN COX: Good. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- who that is of your guys 

there, that when they play these sounds. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Today they've been saying; Good 

morning, time to get up. And we got eggs on and the 
bacon is frying and -- and then: what would you like 

to hear? Any requests today? And -- you know. 

JOHN COX: Anybody been giving them any requests? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Pardon? 

JOHN COX: Anyone giving them -- 

J STEVE SCHNEIDER; Not yet. 

JOHN COX; -- any requests? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Not yet. Well, yeah, I guess 

David -- Dave himself says how about a little Joe 
Satriani and someone else asked for some classical 
music and the kids like the barnyard animals and -- 

JOHN COX: (Laughter.) 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: So, you know, whatever you've 

got there 

JOHN COX: Are you going write a -- 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: --is fine. 

JOHN COX: -- book when this is over too? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I don't know. I have -- I mean, 

I really doubt it. I'm not into that sort of thing. I 
guess for me to survive after this attorney gets a hold 
of me, I might have to. 

JOHN COX: Whatever. Whatever. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Man, I tell you, that -- in 

fact, I never got to turn the contract in, but I worked 
and reworked the thing because of the amounts.

things . But because of the press coverage and so 
forth, they're up to ten times that. 

JOHN COX: Are you kidding me? 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, I'm not. So, I mean -- 

JOHN COX; That could get your attention’, couldn't 


it? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. 

JOHN COX; It would get mine. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, most definitely. 

JOHN COX; Lord. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I could picture myself in there 

in jail the rest of my life trying to pay it. Geez. 

JOHN COX: Tell them to sue you. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, yeah, that's about it. 

JOHN COX; Get blood out of a turnip and -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Have to go to another attorney 

to try to handle this. 

JOHN COX: Yes. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And --

,'i JOHN COX; Isn't that something? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Yeah. So, I guess -- 

JOHN COX: Well, listen -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, if you got anything there 
you can give me a call, otherwise I'll be calling 
you --

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- in the morning.

JOHN COX: And it probably came out of Missouri. 

DAVID KORESH: (Indiscernible) digestion. Well, 

send me a bottle in here. Just, just give me -- 

JOHN COX: Well, do you, do you want the real 

stuff? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, I mean, that's -- Louisiana 

is Louisiana and -- 

JOHN COX: You don't get any, any tabasco sauce in 

the, in the MREs? 

.DAVID KORESH: Oh, yeah. But that stuff there, 
it's -- it takes -- you don't know if you've got any 
food in your mouth once you put that in. 

JOHN COX: It -- well -- 

DAVID KORESH: That'S for hardened, hardened 

people . 

JOHN COX: Keep you regular. 

DAVID KORESH: I think it keeps you totally clean. 

JOHN COX: (Laughter.) 

DAVID KORESH: Now, I had -- we -- 
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JOHN COX: You sound like you're feeling pretty 

good? 

DAVID KORESH: We had -- yeah, I've been doing a 

lot of writing lately, but -- 

JOHN COX; Yeah. That's what I understand. 

You've got a new project, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, it's -- yeah, it's new in the 

respect that I never, I never have written these things 
out . 

JOHN COX: Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: I've got, you know, lots of tapes 

on them, but -- you know, it's usually one and one. 
That's, that's the effect of it. 

JOHN COX : Yeah . 

DAVID KORESH; Someone can read something and they 
can -- well, that's the reason why Matthew, Mark, Luke, 

f 

and ^ohn, all four of them wrote the same stories, so, 
you know, they could each depict a certain angle that 
they themselves saw that others -- 
JOHN COX: Yeah. 

DAVID KORESH; -- can take different things from 

it. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: So, anyway, did you get your 

crawdad heads? 

JOHN COX: Yes, sir. Yes, sir. 
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DAVID KORESH: Oh, boy. 

JOHN COX: And then I found out there's a place in 

Waco where you can get them. 

DAVID KORESH: Really? 

JOHN COX: (Laughter.) 

DAVID KORESH: I ain't going to eat none. So. 

JOHN COX: I don't know, Bayou Billy's or 

something -- I forget what the name of it is, but 
something Billy's, and they have -- Buzzard Billy's. 
Now, that sounds like a class place, doesn't it? 

DAVID KORESH: Buzzard Billy's? 

JOHN COX: But they have cajun food there, 

apparently. 

DAVID KORESH: Where's that? Where's -- hey, 

there -- if, if you guys want some good fried foods, 
and I never have been a restaurant goer, you know, 
only^, only just very few occasions I always take 
lunches or stop at HEB (phonetic) or something on all 
my trips. 

JOHN COX: I know. Where we don't get chicken 

sandwiches though, right? 

DAVID KORESH: They have chicken sandwiches there 

too. 

JOHN COX: No, where we don't get them, though. 

DAVID KORESH: Where's that? 

JOHN COX: What-a-Burger . 
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DAVID KORESH: No. What-a-Burger ' s going to hell. 

DEC (BACKGROUND) ; I had one the other night and 
(indiscernible) . 

JOHN COX; Dec said he had one the other night and 
it made him sick. 

DAVID KORESH: Isn't -- hey, they will. 

DEC (BACKGROUND) : (Indiscernible) spicy. 

DAVID KORESH: If there's one thing any of those 

guys can agree on, that's stay away from What-a-Burger . 

JOHN COX: What, what's the place that has the 

fried food? 

DAVID KORESH; It'S called Jackie's. It's over, 
it's, it's over in Waco. And what was that street, 
Steve? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER (BACKGROUND): (Not discernible.) 

DAVID KORESH: Well, well, look it up. It's, it's 

¥ 

a cafe that should have been shut down by appearances 
20 years. It's only open from like, what, 10 till 12? 
Till 2. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER (BACKGROUND): (Not discernible.) 

DAVID KORESH: It's 10 -- 11 till 2, something 

like that. But for a little bit of money -- 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: They have -- they'll give you a 

basket of food you can't finish. I'm talking about 
incredible -- you know, chicken -- steak fingers with 
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gravy and french fries and everything, and, and they 
just do it like a hobby. The guy makes all of his -- 
he buys all of his produce fresh. 

JOHN COX; Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: He buys all his meat. He cuts all 

of his ovm meat. And he cuts all of his own fish and 
he makes all of his own batter. And it's just 
unbelievable. Every, every Post (sic) Service man I've 
ever seen or -- 

JOHN COX: Jackie's Cafe. 

DAVID KORESH: Yeah, Jackie's Cafe. 

JOHN COX: On Brook Circle. 

DAVID KORESH; I think it's off of -- down 19th 
Street . 

JOHN COX : Okay . 

DAVID KORESH: But look it up in the phone book. 

JOHN COX: That's where I'm looking right now. 

DAVID KORESH: Because ya'll -- I know ya'll guys 

eat out a lot. And if you ever want some good old 
fried food, they've got it over there. And it's cheap. 
It's like, what, two or three dollars for -- 

JOHN COX: That's the best way to go, cheap. 

DAVID KORESH; And it's, it's incredible. 

JOHN COX: What prompted you to take up this new 

challenge here? 


DAVID KORESH: Well, remember all the stuff I was 
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showing you? 

JOHN COX: Yes. I'll never forget it. 

DAVID KORESH: Out of the book? 

JOHN COX: Yes. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, see, like, like Micah says, 

it talks about the last days. And Micah says and that 
day every man shall walk in the name of his God, what 
shows a diversity of gods. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: But then it goes on to say: but we 

walk in the name of the Lord, our God, forever and 
ever. So, you know -- 

JOHN COX; So, you're going to write something to 
be remembered by, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, what happens is that once I 

get into the system -- 
.^JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- there's going to be several 

months there, and the majority of people that are in 
the system are into the media, and the media is not out 
there to learn truths. There may be somebody, far and 
in between. But in having the truth documented, no 
one's going to sit there and interrupt their own 
reading to argument --to argue with words. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: So, I've been praying for this for 
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the past -- goodness, ever since day one. 

JOHN COX: Well, you never mentioned it. That's 

why I was curious . 

DAVID KORESH: Well, the thing -- 

JOHN COX; When I came back and they said that you 
had a new project underway, and I said oh-oh, it ought 
to be interesting. That ought to keep him busy for 
awhile. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, you know, logically speaking, 

John, the commanders, they change their tactics from 
day to day, don't they? And you'll find that -- 
you'll, you'll find that in, in the prophetic writings 

JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: -- that God changed his mind too 

throughout all scripture. 
jJOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: And when he dealt with Moses, God's 

original plan, God changed it and he told Moses, and 
Moses wrote that down. When Israel began to sin and 
rebel, God was going to destroy them. Moses interceded 
and said if you destroy Israel destroy me too. Take my 
name out of your book. 

JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: So, God repented. God's a very 

intelligent being. And prophecies, like in the days of 
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Jonah, Jonah went and preached to Ninevah and they 
repented. So, they avoided the catastrophe. 

JOHN COX: Well, you had never really thought of 

doing this before though, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: No, because the last message is to 

be spoken. The book's already been written. The Bible 
is already here. 

JOHN COX: No. But I'm saying your manuscript, 

you had never thought about doing that before -- 

DAVID KORESH: Well, see, I'm -- I ne-- I'm not a 

writer. Never was a writer. 

JOHN COX: Well, no. But that's all right. 

DAVID KORESH: (Indiscernible) in school. 

JOHN COX: You -- if you have ideas and, and other 

things, you can have other people do the editorializing 
for youk 

t 

-DAVID KORESH: Well, remember, remember, the seals 

are already written in the respect that -- 

JOHN COX : Sure . 

DAVID KORESH: Like I was saying before. You've 

got this preview. That's what the seals are. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: They are a preview to a more 

enlarged picture. 

JOHN COX: Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: When you're watching football one 
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day and all of a sudden a commercial comes up for some 
new thriller movie, it doesn't show you the whole 
movie, it shows you a couple of fast, action-packed 
pictures, right? 

JOHN COX; Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: Coming to your TV this Friday on 

Channel 8, you know. So, by the preview, we say man, 

I, I'd like to see that movie, what that movie's really 
all about. So also it is with the opening of the 
seals. The man on the white horse is a part of a more 
in-depth truth that will be fulfilled to the letter, 
the same as the second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventh, and that's why in chapter 10 it says this 
mystery will be finished when there's time no longer as 
God has declared. I mean, God declared it to his 
servants the prophets. And the miracle of it is, in 
this /generation with such scholarlyism and such 
in-depth knowledge purported of the scriptures, no one 
knows it -- but, of course, yours truly. 

JOHN COX; Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH; Now, how do we test that? Well, we 
test it by going around the world, talking to religious 
leaders, and presenting it to them. And they'll tell 
you pointblank they don't know. 

JOHN COX; I understand. That's what you want to 
have this -- your attorney present them to some people 
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and -- 

DAVID KORESH: And now, and now, you know, just 

like even you admitted, John, Psalms 45 is a prophecy 
-- about the marriage of the lamb, right? Harken, 0 
daughter, and consider. Right? And it's about the 
victory of the lamb, what God says about his lamb, 
which we know is exactly a revelation of Jesus Christ 
because it's on the first seal. Christ is the one who 
has that bow, that crown. He's a king and he's going 
to conquer. He's going to win. Truth is going to win. 
And that's why in Revelation 19 the invitation is 
mercy.- It says blessed are those who are called to the 
marriage of the lamb. These are the true sayings of 
God. And, you know, it's, it's an introduction to put 
man on a path -- 

JOHN COX; Urn -hum.

i DAVID KORESH: -- to show them all truth, which 

is the promise of what the Holy Spirit's to do, to lead 
us into all truth and whatsoever things God has said. 

JOHN COX; Well, Steven mentioned that you'd 
completed the first, first chapter. You were working 
on the second one -- 

DAVID KORESH : Right . 

JOHN COX: -- but he hasn't 

DAVID KORESH; The first seal. 

JOHN COX: --he hasn't been able to review it

DAVID KORESH: God's the judge. He puts up one 
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and pulls dovm another. 

JOHN COX: No. I, I didn't spend, spend much time 

talking to my family priest about it, but I didn't get 
to spend a lot of time in town. And I just went home 
shortly. I had to review a lot of things that I had 
pending, and then turn around and come back. 

DAVID KORESH: Take care of loose ends, huh? 

JOHN COX: But it was, it was good to get home and 
spend a little time there. It's always good to get 
home. Right? 

DAVID KORESH: Yeah. 

JOHN COX: And -- 

DAVID KORESH: I talked to a, a negotiator that 

was supposed to be a, a Bible teacher here recently. 

JOHN COX: Oh, really? 

DAVID KORESH: I don't think he was too happy with 

me . 

^ JOHN COX: (Laughter.) What did you do, put the 

hook in him or something? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, it's -- a lot of people get 

offended when they realize they don't know the Bible as 
well as they thought they did. 

JOHN COX: Well, then, they shouldn't get into a, 

into a long dialogue about it then, should they? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, actually, men should study -- 

JOHN COX: I mean, you're just going -- 
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DAVID KORESH: -- the scripture -- 

JOHN COX: -- to get argumentative when you're 

doing things like that. 

DAVID KORESH; Oh, you know I don't argue with 
people. 

JOHN COX : You don ' t ? 

DAVID KORESH: No. Psalms 45 is not an argument. 

JOHN COX: Well, I didn't say Psalm 45 was an 

argument . 

DAVID KORESH: You know, Christ, Christ argued 

with the Pharisees all the time. You know, he always 
argued with them. 

JOHN COX: Well -- 

DAVID KORESH: And people who heard the arguments 

knew that Christ was right and they were wrong. But 
that' s terrible. If, if, if we're, if we're misguided 
on ascertain passage of scripture, if we don't clearly 
understand the book, then we're kind of in danger of 
losing our eternal life, aren't we? I mean, we want to 
stand on a solid foundation of truth and be sure of it, 
and that's why, you know, if anyone's ever come to me, 
like these two guys that came here. Right? That tried 
to come and save us. 

JOHN COX: Yeah, your two pals, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: Yeah. Well, you know, the one guy, 

Jesse Amen, you know, he -- his idea of saving is -- 
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was having this -- for instance, it was 20,000 -- 

UNIDENTIFIED VOICE: Fifty. 

DAVID KORESH: -- 50,000 people he said he had 

waiting on the outside ready to, to, you know, 
basically raid at, at the conunandment , and the sign was 
supposed to be a red flag, you know? 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

DAVID KORESH : Of course , we never put one out . 

You notice that? 

JOHN COX: No. I -- 

DAVID KORESH: So, I said well, you know, I 

appreciate it but, you know, we have something here 
that's a little more important. 

JOHN COX: I think Jesse was a little different. 

DAVID KORESH: Jesse was one of these many, many 

individuals who feel that because he is different he 
has d higher relationship with God. 

i 

JOHN COX: Yeah. Well, maybe in his own mind he 

does. And, and -- you know. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, he discovered in being here 

with us that he was more -- 

JOHN COX: He was a little cloistered while he was 

in there with you too, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: Cloistered? 

JOHN COX: Cloistered. 


DAVID KORESH: What's that mean, cloistered? 
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JOHN COX: Well, kind of kept in one area and -- 

DAVID KORESH: Well, definitely, for the, for the 

JOHN COX: I mean, it was a new lifestyle for him, 

wasn't it? 

DAVID KORESH; Well, for -- you know, in, in re-- 
in -- in all, in all honesty, you know, we explained to 
him look, you're, you're more -- 

JOHN COX: We don't know you, right? 

DAVID KORESH: To -- well, the thing of it is is 

it's sort of safety. I mean, we didn't want him -- get 
him -- want them to get a hold of a firearm or 
anything. 

JOHN COX: Well, that was good. 

DAVID KORESH: And just like I told you, I think I 

was telling you, you know. I'll take responsibility and 

that f responsibility requires a little maturity. And we 
1 

explained to him now, here's the deal. If you'd like 
to learn, you know, what -- 

JOHN COX: Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: --we believe in from this book, 

then we'll be more than happy to show you. But, you 
know, here's your area right here and, you know, this 
is a situation to where we don't want any-- any-- 
anything to get involved with a, with a happy ending, 
you know? 
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JOHN COX: How long did it take him to calm down 

in there? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, when I began to open up the 

important -- 

JOHN COX: He was sure wound up that first night. 

DAVID KORESH: Ah, well. Yeah, yeah, I had to let 

him talk a lot. 

JOHN COX: He was a mover and a shaker, wasn't he? 

DAVID KORESH: I did a lot of listening. You 

know, and I, I asked a few questions and he had his 
answers based upon what God had told him -- 

JOHN COX: Sure. Sure. 

DAVID KORESH: And I said well, our God is here -- 

here’s a revelation, you know, you know. He got on the 
throne and he gave a book to the lamb, and when there's 
time no- longer this is the events that we're looking 
intO'j And I began to show him, and he finally was very 
quiet. And he began --he learned a lot of things. 

And he began to realize that -- he, he started 
stuttering. He began -- 

JOHN COX: Well -- 

DAVID KORESH: -- to realize that there was a book 

that came way before he was ever born. 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

DAVID KORESH: And I says -- 

JOHN COX: Well -- 
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DAVID KORESH; -- you know, that's what causes so 
much confusion, is too many -- 

JOHN COX : Excuse me . 

DAVID KORESH: What, did you cough? 

JOHN COX : Yep . 

DAVID KORESH: So, the same with, with the other 
one, Louis. He, he was just ecstatic about all that he 
was learning. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: But he started getting antsy this 

last few days because, you know, he was wanting to, he 
was wanting to be like the rest of the guys. You know, 
he was wanting to be a part of everything. 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

DAVID KORESH: And, of course, Steve and different 

people told him now, look, you know, you are a part in 
the |ruth. I said there's this truth you're learning, 
but you're still just learning. You know, and -- 

JOHN COX: Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: -- you just need to, to -- first of 

all, need to, to learn to take direction and be sober 
about it. 

JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: So, then, he -- 

JOHN COX; He was just ready to come out though, I 
guess, huh? He said that he had only, I guess -- what 
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did he say, completed the fourth or fifth seal or 
something like that? I said well -- 
DAVID KORESH: Right. 

JOHN COX; -- if you got that far that quickly, 
you moved right along, pal. 

DAVID KORESH; Well, on, on the other hand too is, 
is -- I keep explaining to him that a lot of the 
information in regards to seals is more of the event 
lived. You see, when the first seal was opened, I 
opened it. Right, John? 

JOHN COX: Urn- hum. 

DAVID KORESH: And then I took people and they 

followed me everywhere I went. And they saw the way I 
lived. They saw my actions. They saw all the, the 
trouble and danger I got into. They saw me handle it. 
JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: They saw catastrophes happen to me. 

i 

They saw how I handled it. And, so -- 

JOHN COX: Well, what kind of information are you 

putting in your manuscript? Basically -- 
DAVID KORESH: Well -- 

JOHN COX: -- your life, life -- 

DAVID KORESH: No. The -- what, what is held -- 

JOHN COX: -- experiences? 

DAVID KORESH: See, in the parables, first of all 
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JOHN COX; Uh-huh? 

DAVID KORESH; -- Christ, when he's speaking 2,000 
years ago, because the minds of men are so easily set, 
revolving around living tradition, in other words, we 
are very -- we're habitat type beings. 

JOHN COX; Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH; A New Yorker is not like a 
Californian, right? 

JOHN COX: No. Certainly not. 

DAVID KORESH; Okay. And, so, Christ, being the 
truth, he told the pharisees --he said you searched 
the scriptures daily, thinking that in them you had 
life. In there they always testify of me -- 

JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH; And you will not come to me. 

JOHN COX; Urn- hum. 

'DAVID KORESH: Well, they didn't understand the 

scriptures about Messiah. Because they didn't look at 
those passages. They kept revolving around the law of 
Moses, the law of Moses, the law of Moses. And the 
prophets were not really accepted as an addition to the 
law. The prophets talked adDout a salvation that would 
be based upon one annointed one who would save Israel 
from their sins. Now, right before the period of 
Christ, John the Baptist -- 

JOHN COX: But actually what, what -- you're not 
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going to be writing about your life experiences then? 

DAVID KORESH: No, no, no, no, no. 

JOHN COX ; Yeah . 

DAVID KORESH; No. 

JOHN COX; Well, that's good. That's good. 

DAVID KORESH; Well, what I'm saying is I'm saying 
that, that when Christ began to speak, he spoke in 
parables 

JOHN COX; Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH; -- to the multitudes. 

JOHN COX : Sure . 

DAVID KORESH: The kingdom of heaven, he says, is 

like unto a king that made a marriage for his son. And 
when it was time for the marriage, he sent forth his 
servants to bid those who had been called to the 
marriage, he tells them. Right? And he says: and the 

servants went forth, those who were bid, and would not 
hear, but they made light of it. One man went to his 
farm, another to his wife, another one to his 
merchandise. And, so, he sent other servants and they 
began to spitefully treat him, Christ says, to where 
they began to beat one and they began to kill another. 
So, then what happened was the king -- 

JOHN COX; Well, what is David doing though? 

DAVID KORESH; Well, that's what I'm explaining. 


See, here's 
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JOHN COX; You're going to -- 

DAVID KORESH: -- the parable -- 

JOHN COX; -- you're going to write your parables? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, no. Now, listen, John. 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: Christ, in giving that parable -- 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- is speaking around the 

prophecies -- 

JOHN COX: Okay. 

DAVID KORESH: -- which are the close of probation 

for the last generation of man on earth. In other 
words, when Christ speaks the parable, he forewarns the 
church in a parable -- 

JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: -- that the end of the world will 

be a i subject revolving around a marriage of a king. 

So, then, the king sends forth his armies and destroys 
those wicked men and their cities. 

JOHN COX: Um-hum. 

DAVID KORESH: And, then, he tells the servants to 

go into the highways and get both good and bad, that my 
marriage may be full. Okay. So, see, salvation does 
not depend upon a person being good. It depends upon a 
person receiving the invitations of mercy that God 
offers to them, just like in Noah's day. You didn't 
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have to be a saint to be saved. You had to get into 
the ark, though. So, the way that's fulfilled in our 
day is that the invitation begins with the revelation 
of Jesus Christ. The first seal is the subject of the 
marriage, Psalms 45. (Unidentified voice in background 
not discernible.) It's fulfilled in Revelation 19. 

When the marriage of the lamb is coming, his wife hath 
made herself ready. So, as the subject begins to open 
up, we find the fulfillment of the parable in Christ's 
day is that the majority of all people who have a 
chance to learn the seals are not interested. They 
make light of it. And that's why in Matthew 24 it 
says, where the carcass the eagles are gathered. 

Shortly after that -- 

JOHN COX: Well, are you going to reflect the same 

thing in your manuscript then? 

i DAVID KORESH: Exactly. This is what we're shown, 

JOHN COX : Yeah . 

DAVID KORESH: We're shown that in the parables -- 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- we're taking the parables back 

to the prophecies where they were taken from, 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: When Christ talks about the parable 
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of the seed sower, he says the kingdom of heaven -- 
JOHN COX: Don't give me a religious lesson 
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tonight now, David. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, I'm not. I'm just giving you 

some information about the book. 

JOHN COX: Well, I was just curious what direction 

you were going in. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, it's reveals -- 

JOHN COX; With-- without, without you being able 
to tell Steven you gave me a, a religious lesson this 
evening. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, he, he's sitting right here. 

He knows I'd never -- 

JOHN COX; I know. 

DAVID KORESH: -- give you a Bible study. 

JOHN COX: He's getting a big kick out of this. 

Isn't he? Tell -- 

DAVID KORESH: No, he's sitting here -- 

'JOHN COX: -- tell the truth now. 

DAVID KORESH: -- with a sober look on his -- now 

he's got a smirk on his face. 

JOHN COX: I knew he would. It was only a matter 

of time. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, you know, John, that we love 

every one of you guys, and we want you to have a key to 
the door to the kingdom of God. The truth. What is 
the truth? That's the question which I'll ask. 

JOHN COX: Well, you keep on working at it, then. 
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and give him a chance to help you. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, the only reason why I came 

down is because it gave me a chance to stretch my leg. 
JOHN COX: Good. Good. 

DAVID KORESH: My mouth's been closed for a long 

time too, so -- 

JOHN COX: You had to get a little exercise there 

too? 

DAVID KORESH: My right hand's kind of crampy. 

I've never written so much. 

JOHN COX: Well -- 

DAVID KORESH: So -- but this way, like you say, 

every honest soul is going to see things they've never 
seen before opened up from scripture, from prophetic 
(indiscernible) -- 

JOHn COX: If you've got two legal secretaries in 

¥ 

there, dictate to one of them and let them take it down 
in shorthand, and then they can type it up, and then 
it'll be even quicker, huh? 

DAVID KORESH: You think so, huh? 

JOHN COX : Yeah . 

(Unidentified voice in background not 
discernible. ) 

JOHN COX: And if they're legal secretaries, they 


DAVID KORESH: Oh, they, they (indiscernible) 
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we got, we got (indiscernible) -- 

JOHN COX: -- probably won't have a lot of 

grammatical errors. 

DAVID KORESH TO STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- take 

shorthand? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER TO DAVID KORESH: Oh, yeah. 

JOHN COX; If -- 

DAVID KORESH; I was going to put it on tape, but 

I -- 

JOHN COX; If -- 

DAVID KORESH; -- started it up on tape, and we 
kept hearing this in the background (making noises 
mimmicking loudspeaker broadcasts) . You know. And, 
and it was quite loud. 

JOHN COX: Well -- 

DAVID KORESH: Hey, and tell the -- tell, tell the 

guys-^" that - - 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- that are doing the -- 

(unidentified voice in background not discernible) -- 
the sounds -- 

JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- that, like this morning they 

said about 1:00, they said get up you lazy bones -- 
JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: You know. They say -- they says 
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we're here to play more music for you. If you've got 
any requests, just give us a call. We'd like to hear 
from you. 

JOHN COX: It's like Good Morning Vietnam, or 

something? 

DAVID KORESH: Something like that. And we 

wouldn't mind if ya'll would play a little Joe 
Satriani. I'll even send the tape -- 

JOHN COX: How about a little Lawrence Welk? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, that would be all right too. 

We'll start off with Lawrence Welk and -- 

JOHN COX: (Laughter.) 

STEVE SCHNEIDER (BACKGROUND): (Laughter.) 

DAVID KORESH: -- all those guys. 

JOHN COX: We'll put some polka -- 

DAVID KORESH: Did you ever hear Jack Benny sing? 

f 

-JOHN COX: -- polka music on for Steven. How's 

that? 

(Unidentified voice in background not 
discernible . ) 

DAVID KORESH: Did you ever hear Jack Benny sing? 

JOHN COX: Jack Benny? 

DAVID KORESH: Yes. 

JOHN COX : Sing . 

DAVID KORESH: Yeah. 

JOHN COX: Heard him play the violin. 
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(Unidentified voice in background not 
discernible . ) 

DAVID KORESH; Well, he - - 

JOHN COX: But I don't know that I ever heard him 

sing. 

DAVID KORESH: --he sings about in harmony with 

his violin. You know, it's a duet type thing. 

JOHN COX: Yeah. Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER (BACKGROUND) : John- 5 told us 

(indiscernible) send Jesse Amen back in -- 

DAVID KORESH: Oh, no. Don't do that. If you do 

that, we'll all be out instantly. 

JOHN COX: What's, what's it going to take to have 

--to resolve this? Jesse coming back? 

(Laughter. ) 

JOHN COX; Do you know how long it would take me 

f 

to g^et Jesse out there if I thought it would work, 
don't you? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER (BACKGROUND) : Lawrence Welk and 

DAVID KORESH: You know, Jesse -- like I say, each 

one of these young men, we touched their heart -- 
JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH; -- and their conscience. And ya'll 
just have to realize that they're, they're very 
passionate. Most people in religion are o-- motivated 
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by their emotions. You know. And, you know, this, 
this guy Louis, he, he wants to save your souls now. 

He got enough information that he wants to save -- 

JOHN COX; Okay. 

DAVID KORESH: -- your souls. I told him, I says, 

Jesse (sic), you got to remember that I've been talking 
to these individuals and you can't say one thing about 
me and turn around and deny it by doing contrary. But 
if you're wanting to go, you're more than welcome to 
go. 

JOHN COX: Just remember, we can get him back, so 

behave yourself. 

DAVID KORESH: No, not Louis. I mean -- 

JOHN COX: I'm not talking about Louis. 

DAVID KORESH; Now, Jesse's -- Jesse -- 

JOHN COX: I'm talking about Jesse. 

,'i DAVID KORESH; Jesse -- well, Jesse -- 

JOHN COX: He'll be like a whirling dervish going 

back in there . You know that . 

DAVID KORESH: No. Jesse, Jesse needed to get out 

and get his, his strength, his herb, you know. 

JOHN COX: Well -- 

DAVID KORESH: We knew, we knew he had that kind 

of problem. 

JOHN COX: I'm not too sure what strength he's 

going to get while he's out here, but we'll see, huh? 
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Listen, you take care and get on your project. I don't 
want to slow you down from your project. 

DAVID KORESH: I'm (indiscernible) -- 

JOHN COX: But I enjoyed talking -- 

DAVID KORESH: Well (indiscernible) -- 

JOHN COX: -- to you. 

DAVID KORESH: Remember, Psalms 45. 

JOHN COX: You remember Psalms 75. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, I know. I don't want that to 

happen to you, chop, chop -- 

JOHN COX: Well, I don't want it to happen to you 

either. 

DAVID KORESH: Chop, chop. 

JOHN COX: You know? That could happen to you. 

DAVID KORESH: It'll never happen to me. 

JOHN COX: It could, 

j DAVID KORESH: Never. 

JOHN COX: And you, you 

DAVID KORESH: (Laughter.) 

JOHN COX: I'll be around. 

DAVID KORESH: All right, John. 

JOHN COX: Okay? 

DAVID KORESH: Hey, good talking with you and 

we're 

JOHN COX: All right. 

DAVID KORESH: -- praying for you every day. 
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Okay? 

JOHN COX: Good. Do that. 

DAVID KORESH: Okay. Bye-bye. 

JOHN COX : Bye . 

***** 

JOHN COX: Hello? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Hey, John? 

JOHN COX: (Laughter.) 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

JOHN COX: We're trying to get some sleep tonight. 

What are you doing? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Ha, ha, ha. No, the reason I 

called you back -- 

JOHN COX: Go ahead. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- is -- 

JOHN COX: Go ahead. 

'i STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. We were wondering, did 

you get that chart from Louis? We sent the chart out 
with him for you. 

JOHN COX: A chart from Lou-- I did not get a 

chart from Louis. Somebody may have. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; You're kidding? Well -- 

JOHN COX: Oh, yeah. Oh, okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: (Indiscernible) . 

JOHN COX: Somebody's showing me one right here. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, really? 
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JOHN COX : Yeah . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. That's what -- 

JOHN COX: But I did not get it from Louis. He 

might have given it to someone else -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, it was to go to you, 

anyway --or you guys, anyhow. 

JOHN COX; What's it mean? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, it's -- 

JOHN COX; It'S the great im-- 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- it's actually the -- 

JOHN COX; Well, it's on two sides. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It's on two sides. Okay. 

JOHN COX; Well, something's just a poster that 
says summer on one side, but this is -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. Well, the artist we 

have here just did it last night real quickly. 

'JOHN COX: Oh, yeah. It is. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: But, yeah, he did it for you. 

It's actually Daniel 2, the vision that King 
Nebekenezer had in -- 
JOHN COX: Okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- Chapter 2. It's basically 

what he saw. 

JOHN COX: He couldn't have done it for me. He 
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didn't even know I was here. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No. When I say you, I'm -- 
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plural. You know, you know, negotiators. 

JOHN COX: Oh, okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

JOHN COX: And what does it mean? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: David wanted to ha-- get it out 

to you. Just a minute. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER TO DAVID KORESH: He says what 

does it mean. (Indiscernible) . 

DAVID KORESH: Have you seen it yet? 

JOHN COX: I'm looking at it right now. 

DAVID KORESH: Well, what, what do you see in it? 

Do you see a woman there, right? 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

DAVID KORESH: And not a faithful woman, though, 

is she? She doesn't look like the kind of woman you'd 
want to marry, does she? 

'JOHN COX: Well, how do I know if she's faithful 

or not? 

DAVID KORESH: Well, I mean, what happens is is 

that, you know, the first thing God gave to man in 
Creation was a woman, right? 

JOHN COX; Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: Taken out of his side? A woman -- 

JOHN COX: I know all about that. Now, what does 

this mean? 

DAVID KORESH: Okay. Well, in Daniel 2, when 
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Daniel was in Baylonia in captivity -- 
JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: -- Nebekenezer, the great king of 

Babylon, had this vision, had this dream. And he 
called all of his astrologers and soothsayers and 
prognosticators and all those kind of people in. 


JOHN COX: Uh-huh. 

DAVID KORESH: And he says now, look, I've had 
this dream. Now, I want you to tell me what my dream 
was and give, give me the interpretation, because this 
really bothers me. They said well, give us the dream. 
He said, well, I can't. I forgot it. Now, give me the 
dream and the interpretation, otherwise I'll know 
you're full, of crap. Right? 

JOHN COX: (No audible response.) 

DAVID KORESH: So, what happens is is they, they 

told.'ithe king there is no ESP, no soothsayer, no 
magician that can tell you what you dreamed. So, we're 
going to kill all the wise men of, of Babylon. 


JOHN COX: Urn -hum. 

DAVID KORESH: So, Daniel came in and Daniel told 

the king there is a God in heaven, his God, that can 
make known the dream and the interpretation. So, 
Daniel asked God and God gave Daniel the dream and the 
interpretation. So, he ex-- 
[End of tape 239.] 
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KORESH; — kingdom and after you arise up 
another kingdom. Silver, which is Medo-Persia. The 
third kingdom that would rule the world would be 
Grecia. And then Rome will rule the world, the kingdom 
of iron. Then Rome will break up into many kingdoms 
where the feet are at. Some will be strong, some will 
be like clay. 

Now, in the days of these kings, Daniel says, 
that's Europe, the God of Heaven will set up a kingdom 
which shall never be destroyed or given unto other 
people, because you saw a stone came and smote the 
image and the feet and break it all to pieces. All 
right? So, we know in Revelation the rock is the 
stone. God's going to come. My father's going to come 
in Psalms 2, because the heathen rage and imagine vain 
things. Then will he speak to them in his wrath and 
set his king upon the holy of Sion, Revelation 14. 

^ Okay. So that's what Daniel's all about, 
that vision there. So when you read in your Bible 
Daniel, you'll be able to count all the kingdoms, 
Babylon — 

JOHN COX: Well, I'll say you've got a very 

talented artist in there too. 

KORESH: Well, he did that last night. I 

wanted him to, to draw it up. Oh, he's very talented. 
He's the one did all the guitars and stuff for us. A 
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master artist. 

JOHN COX: He sure is. He sure is. 

KORESH: And we'll send out some — 

JOHN COX: Now, why did he number the ten 

toes. 
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KORESH: So you could count them. See, the 

ten toes are the same as -- 

JOHN COX: So you could count them? 

KORESH: Right. See the ten toes are the 

same as the ten horns in Revelation 13. It's the same 
empire, the same empire with a lamb-like beast that 
comes out of it, which is the continuation of Europe. 
The United States of America was a continuation of 
Europe, lamb-like depicting Christianity, but speaking 
as a dragon and it doesn't tell you the truth about it. 
So that's what warns you about the mark of the Beast. 

' See, the Beast, and also in Daniel 7, Daniel 

i 

tells you about the same empires, but Daniel tells you 
that they're like beasts. Babylon is a lion, Medo- 
Persia is a bear, Grecia's a leopard. Rome, he 
couldn't describe it, but he says Rome ate up the first 
three and became a mixture of the first three. So in 
Revelation it tells you that Rome has the head of a 
lion, body of a leopard, and feet of a bear. 


Every nation, when they overthrow another 
nation, the people are commingled. Right? You take 
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their women, right? Take the spoil. And then babies 
are born and there's a mixture of races. 

JOHN COX: Yeah. You can see it going on 

right now. 

KORESH: Exactly. Exactly. 

JOHN COX: Over in Europe. 

KORESH: Exactly. And so what happens, it 

says whereas you saw the toes, part of iron, part of 
clay, Daniel says, they will mingle themselves with the 
feet of men. In other words, the nations intermingle. 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

KORESH: Okay. So, in, in the final part of 

Revelation 13 the lamb-like beast emerges out of the 
beast before it. It says it made an image to the 
empire before it. In other words, a mixture of all 
nations combined into one nation, a great nation, lamb- 
like^ in God we trust, the United States of America, 
i 

And in the days of these kings, that's when 
God's going to judge these great nations and he does so 
with the lamb coming and trying to reveal the seven 
seals and they don't want to listen and then some 
things happen and finally God gets pushed in a corner 
to where God has to fulfill the six seals. So many 
stars is darkened and you know the rest of it. 

JOHN COX: Well, you, you tell Cliff he's a 

real talented artist. He does good work. 
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KORESH: Well, I'll — I'm going to let him 

send out some more pictures to you. 

JOHN COX: Good. 

KORESH: Okay? 

JOHN COX: Yeah. 

KORESH: You all guys enjoy your study on 

Daniel 2 now. 

JOHN COX: Get back to your project. 

KORESH: Bye-bye.

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Henry, where are you from 

originally? 

HENRY: I'm from south Texas.

HENRY; Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: You're — it doesn't sound 

like it. I mean, your accent — 

HENRY: Well, I worked at — in New York for

STEVE SCHNEIDER; I've always ~ this has 
always been even a stumbling block for me being here. 

HENRY; Well — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; It's not my idea of a good 

time. 

HENRY; Hopefully, you, you know ~ once you 
get all of this behind you you can maybe go back and 
pick up wherever it was that you were when you were in 


Honolulu. 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: It'll be interesting to see 

what happens after is right.

' STEVE SCHNEIDER; Hello, Henry? 

HENRY; Yes.

or what — 

HENRY: I think he is. 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: ~ but I know that he was 
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Standing in the door, because they told me they saw him 
standing in the door. 

HENRY: Well, apparently he — it aust have 

been hia because he was wearing the saae clothes. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: That's what I thought. 

HENRY: And they have the saae description on 

hia. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Okay. Okay, good. 

HENRY: That tower has soae of the people con 

— you know, concerned because — I guess because of 
the — being in proxiaity to where they're going to be 
working and whatnot. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, they shouldn't be. 

All they do is — they've got binoculars or well they 
look out the window now and then, but you know, they've 
never, never, ever shown or acted in a way that, you 
know', would intiaidate or be aggressive or anything of 
that nature. 

HENRY; I appreciate that, but unfortunately 
I don't, I don't have any latitude on this, Steve. 
They're telling ae to ask you not to have anybody in 
the tower from now on until David coapletes his 
project. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm — I am sorry. We 

won't be able to do that. 

HENRY: I understand. You know, I 'a just 
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asking, you know, I'm, I'm, I'm telling you that that's 
what I've been instructed to instruct you. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. Well, you've let me 


know and I appreciate that. 

HENRY: You, you need to understand, though, 

that, you know, they, they have certain rules that, 
that they want compile -- you know, you to comply with 
and, you know, they will ~ if they feel that, that 
they are in any way in danger or whatever, they're 
going to take whatever action they feel is appropriate. 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: That's, that's fine. 

HENRY: And you know the rules for your 

safety. 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: Uh-huh. 

HENRY: No one will be allowed to exit the 

building with a weapon.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Uh-huh. 


HENRY: We tell you this for your own 

protection. If, if our agents perceive that they're 
lives or the life of someone else is at risk, they may 
take appropriate action to ensure their own safety. No 
one will be allowed to aim a weapon from a window — it 
says, may be perceived by our agents as a threat to 
their lives or the lives of others and compel them to 
act accordingly. 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: That makes sense 
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HENRY: Anytime you exit the building and are 

approaching our exits, you must fully comply with any 
verbal instructions to avoid exposing yourself to 
potential risk. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Sounds like station 

identification, huh? 

HENRY: (Laughter.) Well, I guess this 

thing, you know, with David Jones got everybody 
concerned and, you know, they started — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I think they — in reality, 

I think they know what kind of a personality he is and, 
I mean, the guy's always kind of like drifting or 
something. I, I mean I but at the same time he's 
had nothing on him or anything, like standing in the 
doorway. I don't know what kind of a mind he is but — 

HENRY: Okay. If you feel that he's going to 

be a.j problem, feel very free to send him out. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, you know, that's what 

— I'm going to be — right now, David, he's apparently 
laying down still, but I'm going to be talking with him 
in a little bit here about it and see what he wants to 
do about that. 

HENRY: Okay. Be advised though, when you 

talk to David and to everybody that we need to, you 
know, they've added this rule about no movement in the 
tower, so please -- 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, that, that I know for 

sure that — 

HENRY: -- make that — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: — you know, I doubt that, 

you know, you'll just have to do what you're going to 
do, because I'll tell them, but they're going to still, 
you know, believe, think, and do according to what they 
think is necessary.

HENRY: — instructions, you know, to 

everyone -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Sure. 

HENRY: — including David. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Right. 

HENRY: And I think that they're going to be 

working on clearing that front side very shortly. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: What do you mean? Are you 

talking about the vehicles that are left there? 
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HENRY; Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Okay. So they've taken 
enough pictures of evidence and shell casings and 
all — 

HENRY; I think so. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; — that kind of thing, huh? 

HENRY; I think so. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Okay. 

HENRY; Okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; If they want, you can tell 
them they can clean out the whole building too. 

HENRY; I'm sorry? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; I says if you want you can 
tell them they can clean out the whole building.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, this, this definitely 

does not help with attitudes and a spirit of people 
even deciding to come out, you know. When those kind 
of things happen, it takes a long time for anyone to 
come around, even in talking to them about the 
possibilities. Just like in the times past when those 
things happened, if you can remember when I would be 
talking with people — 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: — the thing that was the 

hardest thing to work against was those kind of 
actions. 

HENRY: Sure. Sure. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: So I mean if — by them 

i 

doing that, of course, it's going to probably get the 
negative reaction from these people here. 

HENRY: Well — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I mean, they've already 

damaged — I mean no one believe — I'll tell you the 
truth. No one believes anyone will ever be coming back 
here again. We, we believe that a lot of you people 
say those kind of things, but you know good and well 
that that day will never happen. What has one to come 
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back to with all that's been damaged and destroyed, you 
know. No trees, all the personal, private property, 
even of people that are not even here. I mean how — 
what are you coming back to? 

HENRY: Well, I guess it's going to be » 

there's going to be a lot of time for healing, a time 
for rebuilding, a lot of — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I don't know, you know — 

HENRY: — not just lives, but, but other 

things. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: — it seems like, it seems 

like these lives of ours, even though we are minding 
our own business and everything as we were, and doing 
nothing illegal, nothing wrong, and when that incident 
happened, ever since it just appears like, you know, 
there's a force out there to destroy us and our lives 
and any kind of, you know, anything that we've ever 

• i 

perceived as being good. 

I mean even like what's happening out front 
here and all around the property, the spirit of man, 
those, you know, even in your agency, the guys out 
there. Some of them probably having joy flipping the 
finger and all the rest, but I mean, I don't hold that 
even against any of them. If that's what they are like 
or about and they enjoy it, well, you know, that's 
fine. 
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HENRY; I'm just — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; See, what I've always said, 
Henry, this world is not iny place, this is not my hone 
anyway . 

HENRY; Um-hun. And I understand that very 
well, because you know, like, like you and I have 
talked in the past why would you be in Waco for 
goodness sakes. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Exactly. So, you know, ny 
hone is like in Hebrews 11, it said that Abrahan, even 
though he was a wealthy nan, he was called a sojourner. 
He only — he lived in tents of all things, not a 
palace and he noved around all over setting up his 
tent, even though a wealthy nan with a lot of servants, 
a lot of possessions. 

But he — it says like in that chapter 11 
that' he looked for a better city whose builder and

naker is God and that's the sane as ne. So even though 
these things out here are destroyed or the building or 
myself, that, that's fine. I mean that. I really ~ 
it's okay. I don't mind. I don't hold anything 
against anyone. 

HENRY: Well, let's hope that there's a time 

for, you know as I said, to rebuild, to resurrect, you 
know, to, to have people rebuild their lives ~ 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; I think there will be. I 
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think there will be a tine to resurrect, but I'n 
talking about from the dead. 

HENRY; (Laughter.) Well — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Like in Daniel 12:2. 

HENRY: Well, not just, not just — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Henry, what I wouldn't give 

that if there were one of you people that had just 
enough wisdom that it was a priority of yours that 
you'd really challenge and say, yeah, what might happen 
to me after this life or I stop breathing. I mean, I 
don't, I don't, I, I don't understand people that 
aren't like myself. I mean I've — through the years 
I've listened, I've watched, I've observed, I've tried 
to put myself in their shoes. 

I can't understand why people don't want to 
be sure, of another life and to make sure that they're 
going to attain to it when they can see that this is so

questionable and you don't know if you're going to die, 
on what day, and when. It's — I don't, I don't 
understand why not everybody in — if everybody in this 
world had an interest in God and His will, negative 
things wouldn't even have to happen. It could go right 
into a better life for everybody. But that will never 
come about when there are men that are bent on their 
own goals and — anyway.

Now there's some people that in the beginning 
that went out, like Kevin and Brad, individuals that 
were, you know, people that were out there bar rollers 
and stgff like that. Rough and tough guys. Now, 
the/' re not, they're not the theologians of the world,

but they're guys that need a lot of patience and, you 
know, with a little bit of refinement and a little bit 
of prove to them they can, they can be good people.

KORESH: But, but I would really in all

your generals have violated our constitutional rights.

HENRY; See, now you're talking about, you're 
talking about ATF. 

KORESH: About something you don't want to

DWAYNE; To say, be, be careful and don't, 
you know, don't drive it like a teenager.

DWAYNE; On thing we did do, Steven, -- 

STEVE: I appreciate that. 

DWAYNE: -- just for the information, I know 

there was some particular concern about I think the 
Camaro and one other car that apparently are David's 
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that are pretty valuable. 

STEVE; Well, the Camaro is and, of course, 
they already destroyed the one that was a '68 El 
Camino. It had a 427 or something like -- 

DWAYNE: How -- just how did they destroy it? 

You mean (Indiscernible) .

to slow that down. We're (Indiscernible). 

STEVE; Well, I know he was extremely -- I 
could tell even though he was calm and all that, I can 
see he was not a happy camper. 

DWAYNE; Well, I, I can understand that and 
that's why any little, you know, -- 

STEVE: Because, you know, we're not 

convinced it's done for any reason of like protection 
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DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE; --of your people, ours or anything 
in between. I mean that's foolish nonsense. He was 
concerned about the evidences being destroyed, the 
shell casings from the ATF when they fired upon the 
building and (Indiscernible) . 

DWAYNE: Well, I can assure you of this, you 

)cnow, you know, we have literally thousands of pictures 
that have been taken of the entire area. It will be

STEVE : So, it picked up things like shell 

casings, you think? 

DWAYNE: Yes, no doubt about that because, 

you know, with all the overflights they've taken, very 
high resolution pictures with the intent to completely

STEVE: All right. 

DWAYNE; -- recreate that. So, you know, if, 
if that's your concern, that things will be moved -- 

STEVE: Well, it is, yes. 

DWAYNE: Well, I can assure you, you know, 

it, it had to be moved for safety purposes but, but we 
can put everything back -- 

STEVE: You're too smart for that when you 


say for safety purposes and all that. 
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DWAYNE ; Yeah . 

STEVE; I mean what safety purposes? 

DWAYNE; Well, for, for our -- look at it -- 
look at it from our perspective. I think some of the 
difficulty, Steve, has been understandably all of you 
in there look at it from your perspective and we look 
at it from ours. I think it's, it's hard to do it any 
other way. But -- well, from your perspective, you had 
people killed. From the Federal Government's 
perspective, we had people killed. We don't want 
anybody else hurt. And what typically happens is a 
loss of control, somehow a mistake, an error, a 
misinterpretation. That's what we're very concerned 
about. That's why David moving around is -- 

STEVE; Well, you know, you -- Dwayne, your 
people have done enough to definitely inten --to 
causp, you know, a lot of strong reaction. If we were 
really a bunch of nuts here, of course, it would have 
happened many times over from the beginning. 

You know, you call me up about people looking 
out the window and yet you're damaging and encroaching 
and encroaching, running into the building. You got to 
remember, I, you know, -- I know you don't -- you guys 
don't see the Bible like we do but I'm, I'm going to 
stand in court more than one and so will you. You're 
going to stand in at least one, the same one as me, but 
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I know you don't believe in the sun, moon and stars 
being darkened and the earth being shaken and all that. 
That's about ready to be happening. It's a nice sunny 
day today. The earth has been spinning around for 6000 
years. But I believe what all the prophets had to say 
about this earth and it's, it's filled up it's cup 
already. Judgments are impending soon. No, no 
question about it. 

I'm more concerned about you as an individual 
and somfe of those people there. I really am. 

DWAYNE: Well, Steve, I can appreciate that 

and, quite frankly, I respect what you're saying. What 
I -- and I think what I'm trying to do is at least in 
the same ballpark, to keep -- to do whatever I can to 
prevent things -- 

STEVE: I believe that. 

f 

\ DWAYNE: -- from happening on a much more 

secular level. But in many ways -- 

STEVE: But how much, how much do the 

commanders listen to you, though, Dwayne? I mean how 
much --do they really listen to you at all? 

DWAYNE: Well, perhaps from your perspective, 

it doesn't sound like they do but, you know, they, they 
are looking at a number of factors. 

One thing that's been, you know, that drives 
this is a concern for the safety of everyone involved.

Now, from our perspective, when people are moving 
around, that presents a potential threat. That's why, 
David, -- I mean -- I'm sorry, Steven, that we, we -- 
they've come to us and said we're now instructing you, 
you guys that are talking to him, to tell him now that 
no one is allowed in the tower. And I, I know you 
didn't want to hear that but that's something you'll 
probably -- 

STEVE: Yeah, you guys will have to -- it's 

not going to be heeded so you'll have to do what you've 
gotta to do in regards to that. 

DWAYNE : Okay . But , you know , I don ' t know - 
- this is kind of a chicken or egg thing. I don't know 
what happened between six or seven o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, you know, which, which came first, whether 
David moved -- I mean David Jones went out there and 
did Something but , but now that ' s something - - 

STEVE: No one was out last night or 

yesterday. 

DWAYNE: I'm, I'm just, you know, I just want 

to do what I can. As I said, I speak fairly straight 
forwardly and I, I want to continue to do that so that 
at least there's no misinterpretation -- 

STEVE: I think -- don't you think there 

might be an excuse to do -- I mean, I mean, you, you 
know, yourself, the commanders are going to do what 
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they want to do irregardless . Now, if you look at the 
prophecies, it talks about a place in the last days 
that's plowed like a field. Do you think, per chance, 
it could be this place? 

DWAYNE: Well, -- 

STEVE: If you got into a vehicle and you 

came out here -- get into a Bradley, come out here and 
take a look and see what they've done with this place 
so far. It seems like it's being fulfilled. I would 
have never dreamed -- 

DWAYNE: No, I, I, I hear your interpretation 

but this isn't a plowed field. These are roads. But, 
you know, you asked if the commanders listen to us, you 
know-- 

STEVE: Uh-hum. 

DWAYNE :-"we went to them and said, look, if, 
if ^ou feel the people out there need to move the cars 
for safety, at least tow away some. 

STEVE: What kind, what kind of safety, what 

do you mean by that? Explain it. 

DWAYNE: Okay. Let me go back to it. 

STEVE: All right. 

DWAYNE: If someone comes out of the building 

during the day or at night, those vehicles there 
presented potential hiding places. 

STEVE : Okay .

DWAYNE: Now, -- and, and, you know, I know 

to you this may sound like, you know, an exaggeration 
or we're making mountains out of molehills; but, you 
know, there, you know, we have our fellow agents out 
there and you people inside. And you realize they are 
potential hiding places. So, if you can try to just 
kind of look at it from our perspective, that was a 
concern. So, when they started moving and we went to 
them and we said, look, at least for as much as you 
count on these, can you at least tow them away so that 
you're, you're -- it doesn't appear that you wantonly 

STEVE: Well, that's good. I mean that, that 

part I do — you know, appreciate. 

DWAYNE: So, and that's why I think they, 

they said, all right, we'll try to tow them. So, they 

f 

do listen to some things, all right. 

But the flip side of that is clear we're 
told, tell them now because, of, you know, you know, 
the reports we saw of, you know, the original -- 
innocent aren't --no one is to be allowed in the 
tower. And, again, -- 

STEVE: Uh-huh. 

DWAYNE: -- that's because it's, it's the 

high ground, all right. So, that's something we've 
been, we've been not asked but told to make very clear 
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to you and I don't want this from me to you, Steve, to 
sound belligerent. I mean -- 

STEVE: Right. No, I understand. 

DWAYNE: -- I am trying to tone my voice down 

so -- 


STEVE: No, I think -- I really appreciate -- 

I really think that you have tried since the first day 
or so that I've talked with you. 

DWAYNE: But I'm, but I'm, I'm under clear 

instructions to make that clear to you so I -- 

STEVE: Right. You have definitely done your 

job. 


DWAYNE: -- want to do my job. Yeah. That 

no one is allowed in the tower. 

STEVE: So, if they want to shoot anybody up 

there, tell them they're free to do so. 
i DWAYNE: Steve, nobody -- 

STEVE: I won't, I won't hold it against 


them. 


DWAYNE: Well, that's, that's very 

compassionate of you but no one's saying anything about 
shooting anybody. The instructions, just no one in the 
tower, okay? Now, that's what I wanted to get clear. 


STEVE: Can you do me a favor? 

DWAYNE: I'll do what I can. 

STEVE: Okay. Tell them it won't be heeded

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so they can do what they need to do at their next step. 

DWAYNE: Well, I don't understand what you 

mean, it won't be heeded. 

STEVE: Meaning they've told us no one in the 

tower, meaning there will -- 

DWAYNE: Oh, heeded, you mean H-E-E-D-E-D? 

STEVE : Yes , yes . 

DWAYNE: I thought you meant heated like 

warmed up. 

STEVE : No , no . 

DWAYNE: You're saying you're, you're not 

willing to pass that word on? 

STEVE: That's -- yes -- well, no, it's 

already passed on but it's not going to be taken. It's 
-- there are still going to be people in the tower. 

DWAYNE: Yeah, yeah. I don't know if we've 

had & chance to tell David this. He's aware that we 

i 

are saying nobody should go in the tower. 

STEVE: Yes, I did tell him that. 

DWAYNE: You did tell him that? 

STEVE : Yes . 

DWAYNE: Is he the one who said we will not 

comply? 

STEVE: We all have. 

DWAYNE: Okay. You know, I don't know what's 

going to happen but, you know, what I want to stress to 
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you is those are the instructions. If you're saying 
essentially, the heck with you, we'll do it, I'm just 
very concerned. 

STEVE: This is our -- no, this is -- and I - 

- until the day I take my last breath, Dwayne, -- this 
has been America. It's come to the place where I think 
this all needs -- everything needs to really end as far 
as I'm concerned or you can bring the issues to the 
entire American people. But the Constitution has been 
so ripped apart and run over its principles that, you 
know, do what you got to do, Dwayne, honestly. 

DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE: You tell the commanders that. If 

they tell us to not stay in some portion of our 
building, you can tell them it's not going to be 
heeded.. They, they can do -- they can burn the place 
down-^. Bring -- like I said the other day, bring in 
your Abrams tanks and just run the whole place over an 
then stick a gravestone over the place. 

DWAYNE: Well, I can certainly hear the 

frustration in your voice, Steve. You know, in, in the 
few times we've talked and, and, as I said, I listened 
for a long time -- 

STEVE: Uh-huh. 

DWAYNE: -- before I talked with you and -- 

STEVE : Right .

DWAYNE: -- I know it's been frustrating in 

there. I think you would agree with me, this is where 
-- are we in day 50 now that if we, we -- 

STEVE : I don ' t know . 

DWAYNE: -- I think we're in 49 or 50. If we, 
the federal government or the FBI, wanted to, to go in 
and, and knock buildings down, I mean why would we sit 
around for 50 days -- 

STEVE: Well, because number one, you do have 

to deal with the President and the opinion of the 
populous and all the rest. I mean I really believe 
that if it was left up to some of these Rambo types out 
here, that they would have done that in the first few 
days. But at the same time, you still have to, you 
know, you've got public opinion and all the rest and if 
that changes, that's even fine.

i DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE: I just think that we as a people, as 

a group here, because we are avid listeners and we have 
looked for a word called wisdom and what it means in 
trying to get our priorities straight as we see the 
realities of the next world and this. That's why we're 
here. That's why we're continuing in the vein we are. 

DWAYNE: Yeah, I understand. What, what I'm 

looking for is this. I mean we, we've done what we 
could to say, all right, if you're going to move the 
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vehicles, move them as-- 

STEVE : Right. And that -- for your part, -- 

I appreciate it. 

DWAYNE: --as compassionately as possible. 

We passed on these additional -- let's call them rules 
of safety. No one should be in the tower. You told us 
that you're aware of that. David is aware of that. If 
I understand you correctly and I think I do, both you 
and David are saying, well, we, we know what you told 
us to do. You told us not to go in the tower but we 
will do it if we want to. 

STEVE: That's like saying, don't go use the 

toilet or don't eat or don't do this or don't do that, 
don't go in this room or that room. 

DWAYNE: I know, I can -- 

STEVE: I mean it's, it's foolishness. You 

know^ if it starts here and now, there's no ending to 
it and, you know, we can't, we're not going to respond 
accordingly. 

DWAYNE: Well, what I, what I certainly --in 

trying to do my part on this to keep something from 
starting that wasn't anyone's intentions, you know. 

STEVE: I think -- what you're really saying 

the commanders -- I think what they've been waiting for 
is us to start something. I, I got a feeling that's it 
or -- 
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DWAYNE: Well, may, maybe David, you know, 

Jones moving around like that was misinterpreted or 
over interpreted. 

STEVE: Oh, most definitely because I just -- 

he's that kind of a -- he's always been that kind of a 
personality. I mean he was -- 

DWAYNE; What, what prompts him to do that, 

Steve? 

STEVE: I don't even know. He's -- 

DWAYNE: I mean you -- 

STEVE: -- I don't know. He's that 

DWAYNE ; When you confront him or talk to him 
and say, David, why did you do this, what does he say? 

STEVE: Well, he said he didn't do it, number 

one. And then I 

DWAYNE : I remember one time -- 

' STEVE: -- said a couple of girls saw you 

standing in the doorway. 

DWAYNE: Okay. So, he lies to you and -- but 

other people have told you, yeah, I saw him there so -- 
STEVE; Yeah. Well, so, I mean -- 
DWAYNE: And then once you -- 

STEVE: -- but at the same time, if, if 

anything, -- well, no one was out yesterday or last 
evening or in the afternoon but today apparently he was 
and then, secondarily, he was standing in the doorway. 
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DWAYNE; Yeah, okay. Well, -- 

STEVE; He was out feeding the chickens. 
Someone's always fed the chickens since the days that 
John Cox mentioned, you know, that it was not a big 
deal. They usually go out there, throw some feed and 
they're back in again. 

DWAYNE; Yeah. You know, well, there, there 
are a couple of -- there are three or four issues I 
wanted to cover with you and there's one I'd still like 
to get to -- 

STEVE; Okay. 

DWAYNE; -- 'cause I, I'd like to, you know, 
move up at least some -- to try to keep things moving 
in a positive way. 

STEVE: Uh-huh. 

DWAYNE: I think I've done what I could to 

reas^sure you that, that there will be no evidence 
destroyed, that this entire area has been photographed 
microscopically -- 

STEVE : Okay . 

DWAYNE; -- and, and those pictures will be 
in evidence, you know, when this is finally 
adjudicated. 

STEVE: Good. 


DWAYNE: We've done everything we can to have 

the, the vehicles moved as nicely as possible, be towed 
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rather than pushed. 

STEVE : Right . 

DWAYNE: We've talked about that, you know, 

that, you know, who actually started first is not -- 

STEVE: By the way, -- can I just respond to 

about what you said, towed instead of pushed? They did 
pull and --or tow hie vehicle to a certain point and 
then they got behind it and pushed it. So, I'm sure 
the tie rods, -- the front end's all bent up and -- 

DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE: -- messed up but hopefully -- 

DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE: -- the body's not real bad. 

DWAYNE: Yeah. You know, and it is 

frustrating quite frankly, Steve, I think in some ways. 
Those of us you've talked to here, me and Henry and all 
the 4^ohns and -- run the same way you are. You know, 
we're, we're kinda saying, look, you got guys like 
David Jones doing this and you're saying, look, I'm 
doing everything I can. Sometimes it's like trying to 
push a string. You go to people and explain to them 
the consequences of their behavior and they say, yes, I 
understand. 

STEVE: I'm going to still try to work that 

out, by the way, with him. 


DWAYNE: Okay. 
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STEVE: I just haven't -- in fact, I went up 

to talk to him once and now that David is around, -- 

DWAYNE : Yeah . 

STEVE; -- I'm going to sit down with him and 
talk to him edjout the problem. 

DWAYNE: Yeah. But see this is -- remember 

yesterday when we talked, I said, you know, the thing 
I've seen happen is misinterpretations create tempest 
in a teapot. And maybe something like this happened. 
So, that's why we passed on all this stuff. And the 
last thing again, of course, is I know you guys have 
said many times you understand what we're saying now, 
no one can be in the tower. You said we understand but 
we're going to do what we feel we have to do. 

Now, let's see -- that's correct, right? 

STEVE: Well, I understand what your 

t 

statement is, that no one's to be in the tower. And I 
would imagine it's the building in the middle of the 
complex here. 

DWAYNE: Yeah, that's, that's -- yeah, the 

one right in the middle, the tallest part there. 

STEVE: Uh-huh. But, yeah, I was -- like I 

said, you know, you've said that, you've said many 
things from day one through --it was Jim Kavanaugh 
first and then right on through -- 


DWAYNE: Yeah. 
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STEVE: -- and, you know, like you say, we 

both have made statements, the first statements being 
that your vehicles would not be anywhere on the 
perimeter but on the perimeter, not the property. But, 
of course, that was not heeded from the first night on. 

DWAYNE: Let me ask you this. I want to get 

back to talking about, you know, the ribbons that -- 

STEVE : Yeah . 

DWAYNE: --we talked about yesterday. And I 

understand even the idea of milk for the, the kids was 
discussed. Let me ask you this, in the interest of 
trying to get things moving, is there any reason 
someone has to be in the tower? What -- what's driving 
that? 

STEVE: Maybe it's just because it's still 

our property and it's like people don't want to lose 

r 

their final freedoms of being Americans and just, just 
the whole concept of being told what to do in, in and 
on your own premises. 

DWAYNE: Yeah, I understand that. 

STEVE: I mean, you know, by giving in to one 

thing, it just -- it doesn't stop. You know, you 
people are always talking about the concern and safety 
and so forth but yet things have been done where --no 
question, Graham could have been injured really bad 
when they ran into the building. His bed was -- it's 
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paper thin board here and it -- 

DWAYNE: Yeah. , 

STEVE: -- moved his bed, him and the bed. 

His head was near the wall. It moved him at least a 
foot and something. 

DWAYNE; Yeah. 

STEVE: So, I mean that sort of thing and all 

that -- other things you've done, you know, we've sat 
back and watched you encroach and encroach and, you 
know, yet you keep on saying what you want and what 
your demands are in regards to your own safety, yet you 
apparently go contrary to anything to do with our 
safety. 

DWAYNE: Well, we've tried to, to stress it 

as safety for, for both parties here, the, the, the 
long enforcement agents and the people inside because 
if anything happens, you know, all of us will be at 
risk. And, and we don't, we don't want that to happen. 
We don't want these unnecessary or these problems 
coming out of left field. 

You know, what, what I don't -- I really 
don't want is this, this new statement about don't go 
in the tower, to become a lion in the sand or I almost 
get the, the, the kind of picture of two guys standing, 
you know, chest to chest, and kind of pushing and 
saying, all right, who's going to push -- 
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STEVE: Well, it almost reminds me of that sort of 

thing, you know. 

DWAYNE: And I, and I, I, I am trying the 

best I can not to present it in that way. 

STEVE: You know, see, this -- I'll tell you, 

Dwayne, why it's so ridiculous. It's because, number 
one, you will learn one day that those individuals that 
came here that Sunday came with the intent for murder 
as when you take a look -- ultimately you should be 

I 

able to take a look at David's old room and how it was 
shot from the sky. 

DWAYNE: Yeah. 

STEVE: They, they peppered that thing full 

of bullets. 

DWAYNE: Steve, -- 

STEVE: And the same with the front door. I 

/ 

was right down the hall so with regards to all that and 
ever since that time, innocent people here, never 
doing any -- have done nothing wrong, especially no 
illegalities. You know, freedom is being taken away 
day by day by day. Our lives are being so interrupted 
that now ultimately I got to go to jail. Even if I'm 
innocent, Dwayne, I've got to waste six months minimum 
in jail, spend thousands of dollars. 

DWAYNE: Why do you -- you said that to me a 

number of times. Why do you keep talking about six 
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months minimum in jail?

They're not going to allow me 
to go out, from what I'm hearing even from the 
attorneys. They don't believe that would happen. 

DWAYNE: Are you getting this from your --

STEVE: So, I mean I -- I'm already aware 

that -- you know, already my life has been affected by 

this government, not the people of America but by this 

government, by agencies that have become so powerful.
